ly fo und in bo o ks, but gathered largely

fro m co rrespo ndence and priv ate per­ 
so nal so urces, 
he weav es a narrativ e 
that as it pro ceeds, gathers added 
charm fro m the cho ice language in 
which it is clo thed. 
The speaker co mmenced by say ing 
that o n the ‘Id o f March, 17 8 9, the tir­ 
ing 
o f 
thirteen 
guns 
anno unced 
the death 
o f the o ld Co nfederatio n 
o f 
States, 
and 
o n 
the 
fo llo wing 
day , March 4th, the tiring o f elev en 
gu ns anno unced the birth o f the Co n­ 
stitutio nal 
Go v ernment: two o f the 
states hav ing no t y et ado pted the co n­ 
stitutio n. 
On the assembling o f Co n­ 
gress at no o n, it was fo und that a 
quo rum was lacking in each branch o f 
the ex ecutiv e department, and it w is 
no t until a mo nth later that the First 
Co ngress fu lly co mpleted its o rganiza­ 
tio n, and members wro te ho mo that 
they feared the languo r which per­ 
v aded the o ld wou ld continu e to be felt 
in the no w go v ernment. 
It was a co n­ 
siderable time before the people really 
knew that a new gov ernment 
had been 
bo rn. T he flrit Best ion of the new co n­ 
gress was held in 
New Yo rk, and in­ 
v idiou s comparisons 
were made be­ 
tween the dirty condition of 
the new 
Capitol city and Philadelphia, where 
the continental congress had prev iou sly 
met. 
Mu ch of the time at first was 
tak en u p with u nprofitable discu ssions 
u d bick erings ev er su ch triv ial qu es­ 
tions as the manner of conv ey ing a bill 
passed iti >. ne hou se for action in 
the 
o ther. Bu t the body consisted of the 
\ i*v (lower of the cou ntry , each state 
hav ing ev idently chosen its v ery best 
men as representativ es. 
T he method of organization was ex ­ 
plained by the speak er: also the elec­ 
tion of a President and Vice-President 
somewhat different from aftertime 
when 
opposing 
parties 
had 
been 
formed. 
Washington, receiv ing the 
highest nu mber of v otes was elected 
president and John Adams who had 
hoped to receiv e tha t honor, receiv ing 
second highest was elected Vice-Pres­ 
ident. 
It became a matter of seriou s 
consideration in the new gov ernment 
by what title the chief officer shou ld 
be addressed: many 
wore proposed, 
among them, perhaps in ridicu le, “ Ilis 
High 
Mightiness. 
President of the 
United States and 
Protector of its j 
Liberties.” 
W e are apt to think tha t j 
Washington was then as now an ob­ 
ject of u niv ersal v eneration; bu t this 
was not the ease. 
An old lady who 
had been requ ested to prepare lo r 
hou se for the reception oftb** president 
on his way to New York , was terribly 
chagrimed when she fou nd tha t it was 
not President Winterspoon of Collegi­ 
ate fame, bu t only the President of the 
United States tha t she was to e nter­ 
tain. 
T he news of W ashington’s elec­ 
tion was carried to him by George 
Thompson, a grand-u ncle of ex -Presi- 
dent Harrison. 
In W ashington’s ease 
it was not—-as in that of some persons 
of later day s 
a 
ea» e of the man 
seek ing the office, for when assu red of 
his e 'ectimi, while honoring the choice 
of the people he called God to witness 
that in accepting the honor thu s thru st 
u pon him, he was incu rring the gre at­ 
est sacrifice he had ev er been called 
u pon to mak e. 
T he inau gu ration, 
with imposing 
ceremonies for thu « <* times, did not 
tak e place u ntil the doth of April. A 
triu mphal march a« it were was made 
from Mt. Vernon to the home pr ov ided 
for the new President, the Osgood 
Hou se in New York , to which the ob­ 
jection was made by some tha t it was 
so far ou t in the cou ntry tha t it wou ld 
be inconv enient for Washington 
to 
reach the Federal Hall. It was located 
in what is now Frank lin Squ are, near 
the foot of Brook ly n bridge. 
Many tou ching tribu tes of the peo­ 
ple were accorded to Washington a» 
his carriage mov ed from his home to 
the hall. 
Abou t him on the platform 
stood John Adams, Alex ander Hamil­ 
ton. Baron Steu ben, Generals St. Clair 
and Knox , Roger Sherman and Uban- 
sellor Lev ingston. 
A bible had been 
procu red from the masonic lodge across 
the street, and 
u pon it Washington 
took the oath of office.

He was a man of 
great business industry and thorough

keeper: 
and his dignified energy and 


j sy stem he carried into his public life. 
His reserv e resulted not from a cold, 
uusy mpathetic nature, but from per­ 
fect self-control ov er his deep Virginia 
temper. 
While usually digitied. 
he 
could at times set his table guests on a 
roar with his wit. 
These characteris­ 
tics 
were 
prominently 
thrown 
out 
against a background of strictest in­ 
tegrity and div ine trust. 
Washington 
nev er was much of a public speaker. 
The reading of his inaugural address 
affected him with tremulousness such 
us he ne ve r felt at facing an enim y ’s 
artillery . 
The difficulties that beset the Presi­ 
dent in establishing customs and prec- 
idents for the new nation were v iv idly 
portray ed, but will hav e to be passed 
ov er here from lack of spare.

formation of his cabinet, the first of­ 
ficer chosen was General Knox ,

was giv en control of the war depart­ 
ment.

appointed chief justice, for which he 
was so eminently fitted. 
J efferson was 
subsequently made secretary of state tweiv e 
and Hamilton was giv en the treasury 
portfolio.

dent called on his ad v isors indiv idually 
as seemed necessary . 
Washington was made the subject of 
most scurrilous attacks
